The soft coal price

fective immediately , b ut in most 
eases ethe higher costs apply retro­ 
actively to all sales since May 13, 
when OPA authorized

agreem ents for later pay m ent of 
any increases granted. 
The new price schedule applies at 
present only while the b itum inous 
mines are operated b y the govern­ 
ment. which seized the pits during 
the strike which ended May 29 .

Unless the Industry succeeds, autom ob iles will 
mov e b ack into the lux ury class from which H enry 
Ford rescued them a generation ago. 
T he coal industry , forced to b ear higher costs as 
a result of the con tra c t m ade w ith its lab or b y gov ­ 
ernm ent. m ust a d ju st itself to a less fav orab le com ­ 
petitiv e position relativ e to oil and gas. T he shipping 
industry m ust ad ju st itself to low -cost com petition 
from foreign countries. T hus, lab or itself depends on 
the ab ility of m an agem en t to create dem and an d s a t­ 
isfy it a t prices the pub lic can pay . In the gam e of ec­ 
onom ic tail-chasing, lab or needs to discov er tha t the 
tail It is chasing is its own.
